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1. Handling of oase per reference excellent. 

2. Although anxious introduce non-staff out-out, suggest 
consider single emergency rendezvous between TILESTONE and your- 
self for following reasons: 

A. Hazards, operationally and liaison-wise, justifi- 
able only by vigorous redirection toward top priority objectives. 

B. TILESTONE be informed by you (eventually Lyons) 
that his TIEBAR link acceptable and copies of reports will suffice 
generally; but that our real interest bears on 2 project possib- 
ilities exclusively, wherein he can expect energetic support but 
must work for us alone. 

C. 1 "project" is for underground intensify exploit- 
ation of sources exemplified by LSS 75 and introduce suitable 
technicians within important technological installations anywhere 
behind iron curtain - fissionable matter mines, plants, laboratorie 
and institutes; biological warfare research and industry; guided 
missle, radar, cosmic ray and sound research and development - 

for long range coverage. 
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D. Seoond "project" is to concentrate on folitbureau 
level political intelligence from Soviet domain and intensify 
contact with and exploitation of souroes exemplified by 
LSS 63- likewise long range. 
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
